Now, We have made u study of 
the Union Cafeteria, and liave come 
to the conclusion that it 1$ nttempt 
ins to do Just that Ihin^. It does 
not serve apple sauce exclusively, 
but it concentrates too much on 
Good Solid Food. Good Solid Food 
is alt right in its way, but after a 
time it begins to pall. It's lilsc re- 
spectability. A sood thing to have, 
but insipid. 

We do not go so far as to say that 
the Cafeteria should give up its 
policy of serving Good Solid Food, 
aay more than we would rccom- 
mend a girl in R. V. C. lo give up 
her respectability. But we do say 
that there should be something ex- 
tra OR the ball. If the girl has 
nothing else but her respectability, 
where does it get her? It gets her 
back to R. V. C. at ten o'clock. For 
some years the Cafeteria has had 
nothing else but Good Solid Food, 
and where does this policy get it? 
Tat net result is a headache for the 
caterer, and less revenue for the 
House Committee lo blow' on Im- 
;,roverr.c.'it-;. 

I'. ;5 our recommendation that the 
Cafeteria should seek to enliven its 
clientele. There are several ways 
of doing this. It might, for ex- 
ample, replace tho tables with 
booths, all cloied In, and encourfiRo 
t*V-a-tr-t»; liiocln's.
